Nursing  Receives  Farmland  Industries  Support 


For  the  second  year  in  a row, 
Farmland  Industries  has  awarded 
Avila  financial  support  for  the  Nurse 
Re-Entry  Program,  a project  design- 
ed to  address  the  critical  nurse 
shortage  in  the  Kansas  City  com- 
munity. 

Representing  Farmland,  Carol 
Rothwell,  Coordinator  of  Communi- 
ty Relations  presented  $5,000  to 
Sister  Olive  Louise;  Pat  Martin, 
Director  of  Grants;  and  Bev  Lind- 


sey, Department  of  Nursing  Chair. 

The  Nurse  Re-Entry  Program 
identifies  persons  who  have,  at  one 
time,  been  practicing  nurses  and 
wish  to  return  to  the  profession  but 
whose  skills  have  fallen  below  an 
acceptable  level. 

With  the  cooperation  of  area 
hospitals  and  nursing  homes,  Avila 
provides  a 12-week  course  to 
prepare  the  nurse  to  re-enter  the 
profession. 


This  year’s  funding  will  assist  in 
the  development  of  outreach  pro- 
grams. 

Also,  nurses  have  requested 
development  of  a re-entry  program 
for  nurses  currently  employed  as 
managers  and  have  not  given  direct 
patient  care  for  five  years  or  more. 

And  in  addition,  there  is  a need 
to  help  nurses  make  the  transition 
from  field  of  interest  to  another.
